" AY it pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſty; whereas by an act 
of Parliament made and paſſed in the tenth year of the reign of 
his late Majeſty King George the firſt, of glorious memory, inti- 


inland duties in lieu thereof; and for prohibiting the importation of chocolate ready 
made, and cocoa paſte ; and for better aſcertaining the duties payable upon coffee tea 


and cocoa nuts imported; and for granting relief to Robert Dalzell, late earl of 


Carnwath; an inland duty after the rate of four ſhillings per pound weight 
averdupois, and in that proportion for a greater or lefler . was im- 
poſed and charged upon all tea to be fold in Great Britain from and after the 


twenty fourth day of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty four, over 


and above all cuſtoms ſubſidies and duties which ſhould then remain payable 
to his Majeſty for the ſame, upon importation thereof, to be paid in manner 
as in the ſaid act is directed; and whereas great frauds and abuſes have been 
committed by the clandeſtine importation of tea from parts beyond the ſeas,

lawns; and whereas a manufactury of cambricks and lawns hath been al- 
ready ſet up at Winchelſea in the county of Suſſex, and large quantities of 
fuch goods have been made there, and may be made in other parts of this 
kingdom, equal, if not ſuperior, in quality to thoſe made in foreign parts; 
and many perſons are deſirous of ſubſcribing large ſums towards the ſup- 
port and extenſion of the ſaid manufactury (for the effectual carrying on 
of which a large fund will be neceſſary) but are apprehenſive that difficul- 
ties may ariſe, as well in recovering debts which may grow due to the pro- 
gran of the ſaid manufactury, as in defending ſuits or actions which may
